An Atlantic Port, Apr. 25 — The 
Amercian line steam ship St. Paul ov­ 
ertu rned while being warped 
to ber 
pier here today ju st after coming out 
of a nearby drydoek . It is believed all 
on board, including about 500 or 600 
work m en, escaped, but the vessel lies 
tw o-thirds subm erged with her bow 
on the bottom and her stern high in 
the air. 
M ilitary authorities were unwilling 
to announce that no one perished, be­ 
cause they considered it possible tha t 
some of the men m ight have 
been 
caught in the interior of the ship and 
drowned, „ 
. 
W hether the St. 
P a u l’s * seacock s 
were left open or her ballast shifted 
rem ains to be determ ined. 
Ropes, 
placed by some of the work ers, aided 
in holding her afloat. 
The St. Paul was one of the crack 
steam res of the American line. 
She 
was of 11,692 tons gross, 
and 
for 
many years has been in the trans-A t­ 
lantic service. Since the outbreak of 
the w ar she has had 
as passengers 
many noted persons. 
Soldiers were placed 
on 
guard 
around the pier and it was very diffi­ 
cult to gather inform ation. The bow 
of the vessel settled 
to the bottom, 
leaving only 150 or 200 feet of the 
after part of the ship above the su r­ 
face. 
At least six men were drowned and 
a num ber of others were missing, ac­ 
cording to work m en who were 
al­ 
lowed to leave the pier. Five of 
the 
dead w ere laborers and one was 
a 
m em ber of the crew. 
Ambulances were sum m oned 
and 
four men found to be injured were 
attended by surgeons. Two detectives 
and two laborers were injured while 
m ak ing their escape.

5th, was this morning found guilty of 
the charge by the jury 
which heard 
the evidence, and his punishm ent was 
fixed at im prisonm ent, for life in the 
Joliet penitentiary. The case went to 
the jury at 11:45 o'clock yesterday 
morning and the verdict was not de­ 
cided until 9:150 a. m. today. 
The case w ent to the ju ry at 11:45 
o’clock qesterday morning, the m orn­ 
ing session of the court being tak en 
up with the argum ents 
of A ttorney 
George Lyons for the defendant and 
Prosecutor Ludens of Sterling. 
In his plea the prosecutor seemed 
to k eep the idea of the crime being 
m urder, and not m anslaughter, 
be­ 
fore the jury, and back ed up his con­ 
tention that it was m urder by reading 
from the Illinoiss tatutes. He told the 
men in the jury box 
that the 
only 
question to be decided was am ount of 
punishm ent, w hether it should 
be 
death, sentence to im prisonm ent for 
the natural life of the k iller or im ­ 
prisonment for a period 
of not less 
than 14 years. “ When 
no considre- 
able excuse is shown,” said Mr.

dens, “ malice m ust be tak en as the 
excuse for m urder.”

N orth of 
the Villers-Bretonneaux-St. Quentin road the enemy three 
times attack ed our positions and each time were repulsed. 
During this fight the enemy used a few tank s. 
Late yesterday evening the enemy attack ed the 
F 1 ench positions northeast of Bailleul and were repulsed. 
Laily this morning the enemy renewed their attack on 
this sector and on the British positions farther east. The 
artillery bombardment of the allied lines was intense. The 
fighting continues in this sector on a wide front. 
Fig ht fo r Hang ard 
F ■ Associated Press Leased Wire 
Paris, April 2 .—The battle continues violently about 
the village of Hanga d-en-Santerre, on which the Germans 
have been concentrating their efforts during the night. 
The French counter attack ed several times successfully. 
The village was lost first, and then retak en by the French, 
and finally remained in the hands of the Germans at heavy 
cost to them. The French still are holding the immediate 
outsk irts of Hangard. 
On both sides of the Avre the Artillery fire continues 
to be violent. 
After Hemmel Hill 
By Associated Press Leased Wire 
W ith the British Army in France, April 25.—The Ger­ 
man attack against the French and British lines in the 
Dranoutre-Kemmel sector is continuing. 
The German 
assault here is intended by the enemy to pave the way 
for their capture of Kemmel Hill. 
Vigorous British counter attack s toward Villers-Bre­ 
tonneaux apparently have resulted in the reclaiming of a 
considerable part of the territory lost to the Germans in 
their onslaughts of yesterday. The battle is still raging 
with great ferocity, and it is too early for either side to 
mak e claims. 
Tanks in Actio n 
Tank s went into action on both sides at the same time 
for the first time, in history. In the battle about Viller- 
Bretonneaux the German tank s went into action at the 
beginning of the engagement and by noon the British 
tank s had joined in the fray. The latter did heavy execu­ 
tion when they got among the enemy infantry. 
A British counter attack drove the enemy out of 
Aquenne wood, toward Viller-Bretonneaux, but the Ger-

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SUGGESTIONS TO ROAD COMMIT,JNERS

create a new one at every culvert. 
PT RM A N E N T W O RK : As the re­ 
cult of each season’s work, let 
u s 
show some permanent betterment of 
the road. They must have the ordin­ 
ary upkeep, of course, but something 
ought to be left better than it 
ver 
was bfore. Leave some monument to 
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AN IN S P E C T IO N T RIP : First of 
all, befour you plna 
how you 
will 
spend the money of your town, drive 
over all your roads, noticing 
what 
condition they are in. and also 
the 
condition of the bridges 
and 
cul­ 
verts. 
P L A N N IN G A B U D G E T : 
Decide 
about how much you can spend 
on 
each of the departments 
of 
your 
work. 
Keep the outlays in 
some 
proper proportion- 
An over large 
amount of one thing means too little 
somewhere else. The road aw speci­ 
fies just one item that you must not 
omit from your budget. That is, 
the 
sum to bo set aside for dragging. Our 
county has not as good a record 
lor 
dragging 
as some of 
the counties | 
have. 
D RA IN IN G T H E RO A D S: 
D rain­ 
ing is the most necessary feature 
of 
road work. The water must be got off 
the road into the ditches; from 
one 
side of the road to the other through 
the culverts; and from 
the 
road 
ditches into natural water courses in 
the fields. Don’s carry water in 
the 
side ditches any farther than to the 
natural places for its getaway. 
If 
you want to tile the road, the County 
Superintendent will do the engineer­ 
ing for you without any charge. 
Or 
where this is necessary, he w ill 
set 
the levels for your open ditches. Do 
not hesitate to call on him for 
any 
BUc.h work. If any land owner disputes; 
your right to drain water into 
his 
field, send for the County Superinten- 
deat and he w ill take the necessan 
levels and ascertain for you the nat-. 
ural course of the water. 
SO M E RO A D S M O RE IM PO RTA N T 
TH A N O T H E RS : Realize that som« 
of your roads are 
more 
important 
than others, and these are the ones 
that should be I- proved first. If you 
want your township 
to be on 
the 
map, you must have at least one good 
roads through it— one that w ill Invite 
public travel. No one is going to go 
through your town in these days of 
the auto, if there isn’t a decent road 
to take him that way. 
H e’d rather 
make a detour around the township, 
or the whole county, for tTiat matter. 
Nowadays*, every year, sight-seers are 
crossing the country 
in multitudes, 
and if they can pet through it, they 
report on the kind of country 
you 
have. If you have pood land, 
they 
make a market for it. Put remember 
that thev go bv wav of the '•oads that 
v,avp a pood reputation.

bo'«' pood your house and barn, vours

lic never sees your property nor helps 
you -ellit. 


N U M B E R O F MAIN RO A D S 
T H E T O W N S H IP : Generally 
there 
should be one such road each way. In 
some towns, of course, the conditions 
call for more. These are tho roads

be improved first.

roads will come afterward. W e need 
the main roads, like the railroads, to 
open up the country. They carry the 
through traffic.

Except 
over drainage ditches, tnat may have 
to be dragged from time to time, 30 
that the bridge needs to be movable, 
tin modern practice is to build 
cur 
bridges and culverts 
of re-inforced 
concrete. 
The fa*al enemy of 
tho 
steel bridge is rust. At any jate, that 
is one fatal enemv. Concrete doesn't 
know anything about rust. Moreover, 
with the present soaring prices 
of 
steel, that material U a.mos*. put out 
of the competition. 
T H E C U L V E RT : 1 want to call at­ 
tention to two necessary features of 
the present-day culvert. The first 
is 
its length across the road. It 
should, 
according to the prominence of 
the 
road, be from 20 to 30 feet in 
the 
clear 
between 
head walls, and Ihise 
headwalls should In all cases show up 
well. If old culverts have no 
head- 
wall.-a wooden handrail, or 
guard 
shoul dbc built at eac end. It 
will be 
money well invested if these protec­ 
tions are painted white. 
f’ulverts 
should be so built and maintained as 
not to interrupt trafficat all It should 
be possible for autos 
to meet 
on 
them and pass, the same as on other 
parts of the road. Traffic has to slow 
up for bridges, but it should not be 
compelled to do so for culverts. 
My other point regarding culverts' 
relates to the high ones. These are 
undesirable at best. Rut sometimes,j 
in low places, it seem« unavoidable 
to have the culvert hUTmr than the 
rest of the road. If care is not used, 
the bump at such culverts 
is 
just 
about as bad as it would be in 
tho 
ditch, if the culvert were not there. 
The thiny to do in mich cases is 
al­ 
ways to build the ton of Ihe culvert, 
and the grade op a level for at least 
2 feet. 
The point is, the distance 
over the culvert must be as great as 
the wheel-base of a car 
The front 
wheels must not begin to descend un­ 
til the rear wheels have gbtten fo the 
top. The good Lord Knows, tnere 
are 
¡bumps enough in ihe best of roads; 
1 the intelligent Commissioner w ill net 


your good judgment as a road man. 


P U RC H A S E S : Just at present, 
I 
wouldm’t rush too rapidly into

ent day prices, you will be surprised 
how early in the season the Clerk or 
the Supervisor tells you your money 
is all gone, anyhow.

of America. 
From its very start the alliance 
sought to foment discord with England. 
It alway s spoke of the American press 
as “ the Anglo-American” press, and it 
carried out a long and well-directed 
campaign for the introduction of the 
German language into the schools and 
its use in civil life.
